_Radio Station WVKO has 
been under fire from 
segments of the black 
community since Sept. 12, 
1975, when seven. disc 
jockeys at the station were 
fired as a result of a pro- 
gramming disagreement. 

The CALL-POST has re-

When contacted by the 
CALL-POST, station owner

He added that if a “few” 


disgruntled former em- 
p "wished to persist 
in regaining jobs that they 
were fired from, it was their 
business. “I won't bad 
mouth anyone-—it’s all been 
said—five months ago.” 
John Quigley, professor 
of law at Ohio State univer-

As Negroes are disproportionately 
- unemployed, there are a large number of 
advocates in our group for government 
made jobs. There is no question but that 
something must be done to reduce our 
unemployment However, we-know from 
bitter experience that-temporary jobs aré 
not the answer. . 


Until we are permanent and equal part 
of the total employment pattern, we will 
continue to be disproportionately unem- 
Ployed. 


Basically, President Ford's approach to 
the unemployed problem is the more 
practical. The present depression has 
lasted too long for temporary solutions. 
By, now, business and government have 
had plenty of time to analyze the causes 
of unemployment and ought to have 
worked out some permanent solutions. 

It should be obvious by now that the 


Dr. Frank Hale, Associate Dean of 
Graduate School at Ohio State University, 
in a-Martin L. King Jr., Holiday speech, 
eloquently and appropriately com- 
memorated the immortal civil rights leader. 
But more than that, he challenged the 
black community to initiate and implement 
plans toward fulfilling the great dream of 
the revered Dr. King. 


Dr. Hale, keynoting a Martin L. King 
Holiday celebration at Columbus East 
High School last Sunday, declared “Self. 
government of our own and the need to 
get our children together in order to save 
the next generation should be two of the 
most pressing concerns of the black com- 
munity.” 


Continuing on this theme, Hale said, 
“we cannot stay on our knees mourning 
the loss of Dr. King, for in this new day, 
the lack of leadership from natidnal 
leaders must be replaced in the home.” 

He cited the great need to build the 
black family in America, and admonished 


LIKE IT IS 


For several weeks now, some of us have 
been monitoring WVKO to assess its 
effects and impact upon the black com- 
munity. Actually, we were comparing its 
programming to the programming it once 
had with Les Brown and others who left or 
were dismissed from their jobs several 
months ago. 

There is no doubt about it, WVKO no 
longer serves the essential needs of the 
black community since the dismissal of 
Les Brown and others. | can say 
unequivocally, the radio station is not 
even mediocre in its programming; it is 
poor and deplorable. 


| believe that the black- community 
should write FCC and demand that the 
station's license be revoked unless Les 
Brown and others return to the station. 

Efforts to fill the gap left by Les Brown's 
absence are at best insipid and weak. 
Compared to most stations across the 
country aimed at the black community, 
WVKO in Columbus enjoyed the highest 
esteem and rating. Its programming was 
unique. 


People from various parts of the country 
who frequented my home and. heard 
WVKO commented on its uniqueness and 
relevance to the black community. They 
can no longer say that. Even much of the 


music that is played is pallid and 
uninteresting. 
Furthermore, there is no social 


awareness or consciouness emanating 
from the present programming. Local 
news reporting is almost extinct. WVKO 


has now joined the ranks of other radio , 


stations that are irrelevant to and oblivious 
of the needs of the black community. 


One of the first things | did every 
morning was to turn on WVKO to listen to 
the inspirational music and commentaries 
of Les Brown. We can all say we felt the 
real soul and spirit coming from Les 
Brown's early morning programs. 

They gave us some encouragement to 
face the.day and_to confront -a_racist 
society. Thousands of black folks, old and 
young, got spiritual help from Les Brown's 
programs. Those programs lifted up our 
hopes and gave us a sense of unity and 
oneness as we faced the problems of the 
black community. 

WVKO once aired our hopes and 
aspirations, our fears. and dis-

_The busing issue which has stirred racial violence 
across the po sore in recent years, surfaced before an 
Ohio Senate committee last week, but the only trace 
of race evolved around the fact that the panel 
chairman is black and is also the sponsor of the bill. 

Sen. William F. Bowen (D-Cincinnati) brought his 
SB. 307 up for a public hearing before the ate

Who Is Unemployed? += 

There's @ growing debate over the accuracy of the 
Labor Department's pilation of unemployment 
statistics and the way that debate is disolved could 
have far-reaching effects .on the nation's economic 
policies. } 

Each month the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
announces the previous month's unemployment 
figures. Each month those statistics are grossly 
understated, lulling policy-makers— into believing 
‘things are better than actually are. 

It all boils down to defining who is unemployed. 
According to the Bureau, the definition of 
unemployment is narrowly restricted ofly to those 
who are out of'work and who had actively looked for 
a job at sometime during the previous four weeks. 

this calculation, some 7.7 million people were 
‘out of Work in December, or 8.3 percent of the labor 


Bad as it is though, this figure is just the tip of the 
iceberg. The Bureau guctides troch its_count_many 
millions who, by ny measure of defining joblessness, 


should be inclu 

For example, among those not counted as jobless 

are the. “d ecouraged workers,” some five million 
ple who have simply given up hopes of finding a 

b and are not actively looking for work. When asked 

the Bureau's enumerators if they want to work, 
they answer that they would accept employment and 
want it, but they are sure there are no jobs out there. 

Another large group, over three-and-a-half million 
people, want fulltime jobs but can't find them, so 
they're working parttime. They too are not included 
among the unemployed, although a Congressional 
Committee has suggested half their number be 
included in the jobless count. Any part-time work, 
even if it’s just a few hours a week, makes a person 
“employed” in the official statistics. ; ? 

Nor the official count take into consideration, 
as many suggest, full-time workers toiling for less 
than poverty wages, a group that includes a quarter of 
black workers. 

The National Urban League publishes a “Hidden 
Unemplo Index” each quarter that includes in 
addition to the officially defined unemployed, half the 
parttime jobhoiders, want full-time work and all 
the “discouraged workers." This far more accurate 
estimate of true joblessness in our country shows 
almost 15 million people out of work, or about 15 

oT tne labor force, almost aoubie the official 


__ force. 


ures, 

That's a big difference. Can you imagine the public 
reaction if the government announced each month 
that 15 percent of all workers are jobless? It would 
lead to tremendous pressures for adoption of a full 
employment policy. Perhaps that's why there's such 
resistance to change. 

In__ fact, conservative critics want the Bureau's 
bs gawd even more narrowly defined, even to the point 
of not counting as unemployed anyone who has a 
working Spouse or anyone who's jobless for 
under a month or so. That would cut the official rate 
quite ray bit and make a Depression look like 
prosperity. i 

There's a real danger that such numbers-juggling 
would deepen the already mistaken of 
complacency about the hardship faced by so many 
millions of families today. The only honest statistics 
are those that actually count people who are-riot 
working in fulltime jobs although they want to. 
Politicized playing false counts can only 
result in well-founded charges of covering up the 
intolerable degree of wasted human and material 
resources in our country. ae: ;

Equal Education 


As we all know, we are 
faced with the all-encom- 
pasing problem of 
endowing our children 
with tne pest education 
and educational facilities 
currently available. We 
have been offered 
solutions that were pouna 
to fail as did all other 
programs designed by the 
power structure to be used 
by and for minorities and 
poor people. 


Bussing to achieve racial 
balance in order to obtain 
equal education is built 
upon the. same false 
pretenses as the Head 
Start programs of the late 
1960s. The programs were 
designed to create the 
illusion of a grand attempt 
at social justice but to 
insure failure. of accep- 
tance by people on both 
sides of the argument. 


The situation presents the 
bigots with an opportunity 
to impress upon the unin- 
formed whites the idea of 
the impossbility of educa- 
ting blacks and poor, the 
idea that government is too 
big, that -thereis--wild 
spending of tax dollars for 
useless endeavors. What 
the bigots fail to mention is 
that it was their teachings 
that is the main cause o 
big peocnners, today. The 
blacks and poor people, on 
the other hand, are faced 
with such insurmountable 
obstacles to equal educa- 
‘tion that they perish the 
Ithought. | 


We, the black people of 
this country can and must 
solve our own education 
roblems.

found not guilty by a 
Common Pleas Court

The defendants, Ida

Phelps, 549 Fairwood Ave., 


were arrested last June 10 
after Kimberley A. Milton, 
1, and Eva K. Milton, 2, 


were found dead in the 
couple’s apartment at 2476 
Timber Trail Dr. 

The victims, with arms 
tied behind them their 
ankles bound, were found 
lying. on a bedroom. floor 
beneath a pink blanket. 

Phelps tied up. the 
children before leaving

They were found dead 
about 12:30 p.m. when 
their mother went-to check 
on them. 

During the trial, it was 
brought out that the 
children were tied to keep 
them from being overactive 
because they were under 
treatment for colds. 


Judge Clifford Rader, in 
finding the couple 
innocent, held that 
evidence failed to show 
that-Ms.-Milton-was aware 
the children had been 
bound, and there was no 
reason to believe the 
infants would suffocate 
under the blanket. 

Rader, however, ‘did find 
Phelps guilty to two 
misdemeanor charges of 
endangering children.

According to Wilmore, 
DuBois in an. address at 
the Texas Centennial in 
1937, described black 
religion -and its vision as 
rooted.and _grounded.in 
the Negro priest, “whose 
authority dates back to 
Africa’’ and the Negro 
Church, “the first ‘distinct- 
ively Negro American insti- 
tution’ For him. the 
heritage andthe vision 
came together in the 
religious quest of black 
people for the Kingdom of 
God" 

President Gerald Ford 
was criticized for making a 
budget with an -increase, 
for-the military but a de 
crease for human need, by 
Rev. Ms. Deik in her 
address Tuesday morning.

The Georgia represent- 
ative said that the black 
experience. hasbeen _ in- 
volved in about every 
creative experience in 
America from the: 
Revolutionary -War to the 
present civil" rights 
struggle. He.--, called 
attention to the fact that it 
was Crispus Attacks, a 
black man as the. first 
casualty of the Revolution- 
ary War and that blacks 
have fought in all of this 
nation’s wars. 

Frederick Douglass was 
one of the 
abolitionist speakers be- 
fore and during. the Civil 
War. A. Phillip ‘Randolph,

“Built on an assumed 7.7

67 Homicides In 1975 
One Less Than In '74 


The 1975 homicide rate 
dipped slightly below 


1974's. chilling total. of 68, . 


according to annual 
statistics released. by Co- 
lumbus. police. 

Police data also revealed 
that of the 67 various 
homicides committed last 
year, 59 were rtedly 
disposed through the legal 
and judiciary. means, 
giving authorities an 88 per 
cent case clearance, 
compared to the 1974 
figure of 94.4 per cent. 


——— Statistics; however; 
show that the number of 


male black 
assailants is more than

The racial breakdown of 
homicide victims is 
relatively equal, with nine 
female whites compared to 
eight feminine blacks. 
However, the amount of 
masculine white 
Caucasian murder victims 
is only two-thirds that of 
black male corpses, with 
20 whites reported to 
homicide detectives in 
contrast to 30 blacks, 
figures disclosed.

~ However, as the number 
of felonious offenses 
continue to climb, the 
overall number of police 
manpower will not show a 
substantial, if any, increase 
in 1976. One police official 
reported that the number 
of police cadets currently 
in training will “barely 
cover" the number of 
policemen expected to 
retire: this year alone. 


He reasoned that this is 
because the 50 member 
police training-.sessions 
take up. to six.months, and 
only two classes can be 
handled per year.
